lolVe one ycasteakc in one-quarter of ;i 
cupful of 'warm Vater, add sulliricnt 
flour'to'-make a soft dough, roll it up 
into a- little biscuit and drop into a 
pitcher or deep bowl filled with warm 
water 
When this leaven rises to the, 


top of the water and begins to swell and 
spread, add one pint of sifted flour and 
one scant teaspoonful of salt to the 
cooled milk. When beaten smooth take 
the leaven from the water with a skim- 
mer, add it to the batter 
and beat 


again until smooth. Set the bowl in a 
pan of warm water, cover and stand 
aside in a warm place to rise.. Cream 
together three-quarters of a cupful of 


butter and one-half of a cupful of sugar 
and beat in gradually five eggs. When 
the batter is light add the egg mixture 
and heat until thoroughly blended, the 
cover and let rise again. When vcr 
foamy sifl in sufficient flour to make 
soft dough; turn out on a floured hoar 
and knead for five minutes; divide int 
two equal parts, pat each out with th 
hands or pin until less than an inc 
thick and put into two shallow, wel 
greased pans. Brush with a little mo.ltc 
butter and when light pour-over cat 
cake two table.'poonfuls nf melted hu 
ter and dredge thickly with a rnixtu 
of eight tablespoonfuls of powdered s 
5,1 r and one tablcspoonful of powdcrct 
cinnamon. Bake in a moderate oven a 
serve hot or cold. 


Plum Pudding Croquettes. 


Heat one pint of milk until it is a lilt 


more than blood warm. Crumb into i 
sufficient, stale bread to soak up all t 
milk—this will require about one lai 
cupful of crumbs (do not use any of 110 
crust). Cover and let stand where it will 
keep hot, but not cook, for half an hour. 
Add to it one well beaten egg, two table- 
spoonfuls nf sugar, one-quarter of a tea- 
spoonful of salt, one-eighth of a lea- 
spoonful each of nutmeg and cloves, one- 
quarter of a tejisponful ot cinnamon and 
one cupful of shoppri fruit—raisins, cit- 
ron and currants.

stimulate- or check the gastric secretion. 
In this particular case experimenter!! 
have found that to stimulate the gastric 
secretion bicarbonate of soda should be 
ingested in moderate doses, from 1 to 4 
grams, twenty minutes to an hour be- 
fore the meal. It would be well also to 
take the alkali in warm watsr. especially 
in the form of yorne alkaline thermal 
w.iter.

Albert-E. Thomas wUl retire from the' 


oflice of prosecuting attorney for Allen 
county today, and his duties for the next 
two years will devolve upon Harry G. 
Hilgemann, as principal, and Stephen A. 
Callaban and Frank E. Dulin as depu- 
ties. 


Mr. Thomas has held the office ior four 


years and the public generally will agree 
that he has served faithfully and con- 
scientiously and he leaves the' oilkr with 
the distinction of having lost but two 
rases which he has submitted to juries. 
One was a case of a wife desertion, in 
which the testimony that was promised 
him failed, and the other was a prosecu- 
tion for perjury, in which the age of the 
prisoner and the fact that no serious 
harm had been done had it inllueiicc 
with the jurymen. 


Probably the mon! noted achievement 


during Mr. Thomas' term was the run- 
ning down'and punishing of the men who 
murdered Marshal I'olumbu* t'roy, at 
Woodburn. in which every one of t(ic 
men accused was able to secure good 
legal talent, which made it necessary 
for the state to fortify itself for the 
great battles that were waged. 


The ingenuity with which the prose-: 


eutnr developed the motive that inspired 
thn prime 
1, and the fact that he was able 


to corroborate in the most minute detail 
the confession made by one of the prin- 
cipals, was so carefully planned and so 
systematically and intelligi-ntly worked 
out that the result stamped him as a 
great criminal lawyer.
